compotent physiologists and psychologists, 
especially thoao of tho modern evolutionary 
achuol, would regard it rather ns on essenti- 
ally bencficent and conservative inatinet, 
developed and maintained in us by natural 
causes, for the very pUrpoie of. insuring 
juat those precise advantages and improve- 
ments which Sie Georss Compbell thinks 
. he could himesolf effect by, a consious 4nd 
deliberute ptocves of selection. “Moro than 
that, I beliver, for my own part (and T fee} 
aura most evolutionists would cordially 
ayree with me), that this benefictnt inher. 
ited instinct of falling in love offects the 
“object it has in view far more admirably 
subtly; and satisfactorily, on the average of 
. instances, than any clumsy human selective 
subsitute could possibly effect, Inshort, my 
ductrine is gimply the old-fashioned and con- 
fiding belief that marriages ate madein hea- 
ven : with tho further corollary that heayon 
smanages them, onetime with anathor, a great 
deal better than Sir Gegrge Oainpbell. Lat 
us first look how falling in love offects the 
atandard of human efticiency ; and then let 
us consider what would be the probable 
result uf any definite conscivus attompt ‘to 
substitute for it sone mate deliberate ex- 
ternal agency. Falling in Juve, ss modern 
- biology teaches us to believe, is nothing 
more than the. latest, highest, and most 
volved oxemplilication in tho human race of 
that almost universalselective process which 
Mr Darwin hog enabled us to, recognise 
throughout the whole long series of the 
animal kingdom.
